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The Week in Brief 


One of the largest companies manufacturing cosmetics 
has been ordered by the Federal Trade Commission 
to discontinue the practice of fixing resale prices by 
agreements with jobbers and retail dealers, and cutting 
off from supplies all customers who break the rule. 

The officials chosen to run the German merger of chemi- 
cal, dye and artificial silk interests are men who have 
been at the head of large German organizations for 
years and include nearly all the men who were active 
in the Dye Cartel. 

Imports of dyes during September, this year, were much 
greater than in September, 1924. The percentage of 
dyes received from Germany in September, this year, 
was 62 compared with 51.5 per cent from ‘Germany in 
August, but the percentage of colors from Switzerland 
dropped below August. 

The Paint Manufacturers’ Association of the United 
States, in session at Cleveland, listened to reports 
on the progress made in Florida toward raising tung 
trees for wood oil.

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AMMONIA—WHERE? 





Following methanol, ammonia has been swept 
into the vortex of the chemical revolution, and it 
is a foolhardy man who would forecast the future 
to come out of the whirling changes in supply and 
demand, new uses, and drastic price revisions. That 
synthetic ammonia operations, to produce either 
anhydrous or the sulfate, must be on large scale is 
an obvious factor to reckon with. Brunner- 
Mond’s Billingham plant has been increased from 
a thirty to fifty tons daily output. Mathieson an- 
nounces greater production for 1926, and plans for 
the Japanese plant have been revised upwards to a 
point that will come near to their dream of inde- 
pendence in sulfate supplies for domestic fertil- 
izer needs. Both Germany and France are al- 
ready producing exportable surplus and a syn- 
thetic plant is projected for the Dutch East In- 
dies. The development of new uses and conver- 
sion of synthetic ammonia to sal ammoniae appear 
logical—but what is to become of our large crude 
ammonia liquor supplies produced willy-nilly at 
the gas plant? 


GEOGRAPHY AND OPPORTUNITY 








‘*At an even price we would rather secure our 
goods from an American manufacturer than from 
an importer, even though they represent the best 
of the foreign makers. Understand, this is no re- 
flection on the quality of the imported chemicals; 
it is merely a conclusion after years of buying 
chemicals before and after the war. The American 
makers are here, right in our backyard. They are 
favored by geographical position as far as our 
plants are concerned. We find the three or four 
thousand miles between the European manufac- 
turers and ourselves is the biggest obstacle in the 
way of doing business with them.’’ 

The position of the importer of chemicals has 
not been an enviable one during the last five 
years. It is emphasized by the comment of a chem- 
ical consumer, made recently. In matters of qual- 
ity and price, taking all industrial chemicals as a 
whole, Europe can compete here to the satisfaction 
of the American consumer. In the matter of ser- 
vice and delivery, the odds are tremendously 
against the importer, except perhaps a few of the 
largest factors who carry such warehouse stocks 
in this country that they are practically on even 
terms with domestic manufacturers. 

With few exceptions, chemical importers will 
admit that it has become increasingly difficult to 
do business in the United States. They are com- 
peting against two of the greatest obstacles of all 


commerce, time and space. This is especially true 
of late, as American manufacturers have perfected 
service and delivery organizations to much higher 
degree than was apparent before the war, or even 
five years ago. Where a well-organized manufac- 
turer can start a car rolling almost within twenty- 
four hours after receipt of an order, the same quan- 
tity of goods from an importer, except two or three 
of the largest organizations, would take many 
weeks to reach the same destination. 

_ Buyers appreciate more than ever that fast ser- 
vice: is worth money. To give the right kind of 
service, importers will, of necessity, have to make 
a number of radical changes in their methods of 
doing business. Organizations which are not 
large enough to stand the overhead of extensive 
warehousing, may be forced to consolidate for this 
purpose as time goes on. 


WHEN PRICE FIXING IS ILLEGAL 








The decision in the Beech-Nut Co.’s case, in 
January, 1922, defined the limits beyond which 
manufacturers must not go in the attempt to fix . 
resale prices. In substance, it forbade co-operative 
methods between maker and jobber or retail dealer 
by which tabs could be kept on price cutters and 
their supplies cut off. The New York cosmetic 
manufacturer who has been ordered to ‘‘cease and 
desist’’ seems to have disregarded the warning 
that such practices are in violation of the anti- 
trust laws and the Federal Trade Commission Act, 
and the Trade Board was obliged to proceed 
against the company. It is not necessary to prove 
the existence of an agreement between the maker 
and dealer. Any interchange of information that 
is followed by refusal to sell to the offending re 
tailer is held to be a violation of the law. 


TIME FOR ACTION 








A great many manufacturing plants, including 
some in the chemical industry, are unwittingly 
lending their support to the striking coal miners 
by employing them as laborers. As soon as the 
anthracite strike was declared the miners scattered 
to manufacturing districts to find employment, 
and aid the Union organizers who thereby are able 
to continue the fight indefinitely. While the pub- 
lic is waiting expectantly for news of the men re- 
turning to work rather than face starvation, they 
are living comfortably on wages paid by companies 
suffering from a coal famine. Publication by the 
operators of the wages paid to miners, and state- 
ments of the large profits of coal operators issued 
from the miners headquarters are interesting fea- 









tures of the strike, but will not settle the contro- 
versy, or keep the householder warm. A tendency to 
criticise both operators and miners for the annual 
shortage of coal is becoming more and more in evi- 
dence in the press, in the pulpit and at meetings of 
commercial bodies. The pinch will be felt severely 
in a few weeks, and it is to be hoped that public 
sentiment will become crystallized and definite ac- 
tion demanded of Congress to end the unjustifiable 
abandonment of a public utility when Winter 
comes, causing suffering among thousands of peo- 
ple in no way responsible for the situation. 

While individuals suffer from want of fuel, or 
pay outrageous prices for the little they get, the 
operators and miners lose nothing. Hundreds of 
miners and their families passed through New 
York when the strike began on their way to Eu- 
rope ‘‘on vacation’’, Others scattered over the 
country and have found employment at good wages. 
Still others who prefer to remain at home are he- 
ing supported by the Union. No one will worry 
about the operators. The coal will remain in the 
ground and perhaps the owners would rather 
leave it there than to pay heavy taxes to the Gov- 
ernment on what they mine. Later they will get a 
price that will more than make up for patient wait- 
ing. {Wl 

The real losers in the annual game of bluff be- 
tween the operators and miners are the indus- 
tries and the general public who are dependent 


upon steady supplies at uniform prices. The Fed- : 
eral Government and State Executives will be 
held responsible for criminal neglect if no action 
is taken to prevent a repetition of the farce which 
now goes on year after year, and threatens great 
suffering if the coming Winter proves severe. 





RESEARCH AND SALESMANSHIP 


Instead of the old sales arguments of price, 
quality, and service, how many times are heard the 
improved methods of salesmanship that ‘‘this 
product will serve the purpose better,’’ or ‘‘this 
material is more efficient’’? The demand among 
manufacturers for specialties is greater today 
than ever, and the constant development of new 
fields for products of chemical manufacture is 
making a new era in salesmanship. 

No longer will a chemical manufacturing con- 
cern depend entirely upon the ability of its sales 
force to move products that are manufactured 
by many concerns all of whom quote a uniform 
price—items that it is easy to make, but difficult 
for a newcomer to sell. Markets are being created 
for new products that perform far more favorably, 
cost less in comparison with the work they do, and 
replace products not of a chemical nature. 

To the commercial research chemist assisted by 
commercial development chemical engineers must 
be awarded the credit for a great share of the busi- 
ness that is being carried on by many leading 
chemical manufacturers. The long-suffering re- 
search chemist is at last in a fair way to be recog- 
nized.

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Drop Grasselli F rom Synthetic Organization 





Recent Consolidation of Grasselli Dyestuff Corp. Sales 
Organization With General Dyestuff Corp., Expected 
Cartel Sales Agent in U. Si, the Reason—Taken as 
Move by American Dyestuff Manufacturers to Fight 
Attempt of German Cartel to Dominate American 
Market—Follows Consolidation of Members of Cartel 
and Exchange of Stock—Mention Kutroff, Pickhardt 
& Co., Badische Agents, as About to Join General 
Dyestuffs and Complete Unified Sales Representation 
For German Dyes in America 


Grasselli Dyestuff Corp., New York, has been dropped 
from membership in the Synthetic Organic Chemical 
Manufacturers Association as a result of the recent con- 
solidation of its sales organizations with the General Dye- 
stuff Corp., New York, the successor to Herman A. Metz 
& Co. In view of the fact that the Metz organization is 
credited with becoming the future exclusive sales agent 
in the United States for the newly organized German 
dyestuff Cartel, the severance of relations between Gras- 
selli Dyestuff and the Synthetic Organic-is taken as a 
declaration of war by American dyestuff manufacturers 
against what they believe is an attempt on the part of 
the Cartel through the General Dyestuff Corp. to dom- 
inate the American market. 

The consolidation of Grasselli sales with the General 
Dyestuff has brought under one company here two sales 
agents for leading German dye manufacturers, and fol- 
lows the recent amalgamation of the member firms of 
the Cartel into a single company with exchange of 
stock. One of the leading firms of the Cartel, the Ba- 
dische Anilin- und Sodafabrik, is now represented here 
by Kuttroff, Pickhardt & Co., New York. Reports, which 
have been heard for several months that this firm would 
also join the General Dyestuff Corp. and thus unify 
Cartel sales efforts in the United States, are again cur- 
tent and expectation of this consolidation within the 
next few months is now indicated. The Grasselli affilia- 
tion with the General Dyestuff Corp., held by American 
makers to be the greatest opponent of the American dye 
industry, was evidently not consistent with membership 
in the Synthetic Organic Association. 

In discussing the expulsion of Grasselli from the 
Synthetic Organic, Col. Herman Metz, head of the Gen- 
eral Dyestuff Corp., said: “They fired the Grasselli 
Corporation because they thought it might be able to 
undersell them. Some of the members of the organi- 
zation pay as high as $75,000 a year to it and the money 
goes for all kinds of things, including spies in customs 
houses, lobbies and such.” 

Attempts to obtain a statement from Dr. Charles H. 
Herty, president of the Synthetic Organic, were not 
successful, the president being out of town. 





GERMAN DYE MERGER HEADS NAMED 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEmIcat MARKETS) 

Berlin, Germany, Oct. 17—Following the nomination 
of Dr. Bosch, of Ludwigshafen as head of the new 
consolidation of chemical, dye and artificial silk in- 


terests, and Prof. Duisberg as executive president, vice- 


presidents have been named, including Dr. W. von Rath, 
president of Hoechster Farbwerke; Dr. C. Mueller, pre- 
sident of Badische Anilin- und Sodafabrik; Dr. C. von 
Weinberg, president of Leopold Casella Co.; Dr. A. 
Haeuser, of Hoechster Farbwerke; and Dr. C. von 
Weinberg, of Frankfort. These appointments provide 
places for all the heads of the original Dye Cartel. 

Badische Co. will continue to control the production 
of synthetic ammonia. Friedrich Bayer & Co. and 
Hoechster Farbwerke will produce pharmaceuticals. 
These companies will continue the production of certain 
dyes. The Aktiengesellschaft fuer Anilinfabrikation, 
Berlin, will make photographic goods and cinema films, 
but in its Wulffen plant, near Bitterfeld, it will also 
manufacture acetate silk, at the same time acting as 
the Badische’s trustee in the Lichtenberg (Berlin) fac- 
tory for the production of acetate silk which the Glanz- 
stoff Fabriken Co. is now prepared to make. 

The capital behind the artificial silk program of In- 
teressengemeinschaft Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft 
exceeds 1,200,000,000 gold marks, which represents the 
joint capital of the I. G. itself and its members, and 
Glanzstoff Fabriken, J. P. Bemberg Co., K. Kuettner, 
and Zellstoff Fabrik Waldheim. 





NATIONAL ANILINE WINS VERDICT 
FOR $398,000 IN ALBUMEN SUIT 
Action Was Against Arnhold & Co. for Total of $700,- 
000—Echo of Post War Inflation—Sold for 1920 De- 
livery and Resold to American Aniline Products, 

Court Records Show 

A verdict for more than $398,000 was awarded on Oct. 
26 to National Aniline & Chemical Co., New York, by 
a jury in the United States District Court before Judge 
Partridge, in a suit against Arnhold & Co., New York, 
for non-acceptance of delivery of a quantity of egg 
albumen in 1920. The suit which was an echo of the 
post-war period of inflation, was the culmination of an 
alleged sale of a quantity of egg albumen on Dec. 31, 
1919, for delivery in 1920, The material was resold to 
American Aniline Products, Inc., New York, according 
to the court record. The total amount involved was 
about $700,000. 

At the end of 1919 when National Aniline sold the 
material to Arnhold, egg albumen was selling at a high 
price in the American market. During 1920, the market 
broke sharply. Acceptance of delivery by Arnhold & 
Co. was reported refused after American Aniline Pro- 
ducts, Inc., to whom they stated they had in turn sold 
the goods, had also refused to accept delivery.: The 
sale was made during the period of liquidation of the 
department of National Aniline & Chemical Co. handling 
gums, waxes, and associated materials. 

Isadore Kresel handled the case for National Aniline 
and Max Steuer, well-known trial lawyer, appeared for 
the defense. Judge Partridge only recently arrived from 
California to sit in New Vork. In his charge to the 
jury, the Court instructed them to find for National 
Aniline & Chemical, practically taking the case out of 
the jury’s hands. Defense counsel stated, following the 
charge of the jury, that he would appeal the decision.

No radical changes in either price or position of any 
heavy chemicals occurred during the week and factors 
continued to report a satisfactary situation. Aqua am- 
monia prices settled slightly lower due to keen competi- 
tion for next year’s business, although anhydrous am- 
monia remained fairly steady. Barium chloride is in a 
much stronger position and only a few factors are quot- 
ing the lower prices. Prussiates remain easy in all di- 
rections although prices show no change. Ammonium 
chloride has weakened on spot due to recent importa- 
tions by weak hands. 

Contract business is being closed in satisfactory vol- 
ume, and, although only one maker of alkalis has an- 
nounced quotations, indications are that other makers 
will name similar prices. Copperas is in a firm position 
and next year’s business is being taken on at prices 
that show no change from current contract figures. 
Lactic acid is strong following recent advances in raw 
materials, but factors are unwilling to advance prices 
unless forced to do so because of the slow recovery in 
the leather industry. 

Acetone—Heavy demand continues and makers are 
maintaining prices at unchanged figures on all trans- 
actions. 

Acid Formic—Market remains at recent low levels, 
due to low-priced sellers still being in possession of 
material. Consuming demand is very heavy. 

Acids Mineral—Strong position reported by makers 
who are anticipating an advance in quotations on sul- 
furic, nitric and muriatic acids. Next year’s prices have 
not as yet been announced, but it is known that they 
will be at the same, or slightly higher prices than those 
prevailing.

Less 
carlots were quoted at 5c@5%c tb. The situation is 
very weak in New England territory and still lower 
prices are being quoted there. It has been suggested 
that the gas manufacturers in that district obtain a plant 
for the manufacture of “sulfate rather than continue to 
manufacture aqua ammonia. This would help the 
situation somewhat. 

‘Ammonium Chloride—Spot market for white material 
is weak due to recent arrivals in weak hands and prices 
are quoted at shipment figures. Spot goods are offered 
ex-store at 5%c@5%c tb, and shipment remains un- 
changed at 5%c tb. Gray material shows no change and 
offerings are made at 64c@6y2c bb. | 

Arsenic—Demand is very slight and domestic arsenic 
is being sold in some directions at 3%c tb delivered. 
Imported material is very weak and about 3c@3%c fb 
indicates the range of prices. 


Barium Salts—Chloride is very strong, and, although 
material is still available at $58.00 ton in some quarters, 
many factors are now unwilling to accept less than $60.00 
@$62.00 ton. Domestic makers continue to meet the 
market, but in most instances they are quoting higher 
prices. Low shipment prices are still quoted but the 
demand abroad is much heavier and an advance is very 
likely. Carbonate remains in a very quiet and weak 
position and prices show no improvement.

Copper Sulfate—Market remains quiet and most 
makers are in possession of fairly large stocks. Quota- 
tions are firm and unchanged in all quarters, and large 
crystals are quoted at $4.45@$4.55 as to quantity and 
seller. Small crystals are offered at $4.30@$4.40 100 fb. 

Potassium Bichromate—Contracts are being closed by 
makers at prices announced last week. Spot market re- 
mains firm. 

Potassium Chlorate—Market is in a strong positio!

CHIPMAN CO. GETS ARSENATE CONTRACT 

Chipman Chemical Engineering Co., New York, with 
plant at Bound Brook, N. J., has been awarded a con- 
tract for 71%4 tons of lead arsenate at 13.4c per pound 
by the Department of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 
The lead arsenate is intended for the extermination of 
the gypsy moth in New England. 

Bids were called for on specifications suggested by 
the Department of Agriculture’s Bureau of Chemistry 
through Dr. C. C. McDonnell, chairman of Federal Spe- 
cification Committee on Insecticides. Objection to a 
part of the specifications by which the department re- 
served the right to apply any practical tests to the lead 
arsenate it should deem fit was raised by Howard W. 
Ambruster, insecticide consultant, of New York. Mr. 
Ambruster’s complaint: was first directed against the 
Federal Specification (Board, but when it was found that 
no general specification for lead arsenate existed he took 
it to the technical committee in insecticides, of which 
Mr. McDonnell is the head.

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MID-WEST HAS CHEMICAL SALES. BOOM 


Tanneries, Soap Makers, Paper Mills and Metallurgical 
Industries Busy—Contract Outlook Bright—October 
Sales Breaking All Records Since 1923 

Special to Drug & CHEMICAL MARKETS 

Chicago, Oct. 23—Demands from consuming industries 
for all heavy chemicals continue to increase to a point 
where some more conservative members of the trade 
here express concern, for industrial circles in the Middle- 
West are distinctly boom-shy. 

Mr. Schwab’s speech at the Packers’ Institute meeting 
last week, which has created a profound impression; the 
trade reports at that meeting on agricultural conditions; 
the mounting sales of Sears-Roebuck and Montgomery- 
Ward are judged here to be solid ground on which to 
forecast continued prosperity. The Chicago manager 
of one of the big fine chemical makers said to your 
correspondent “I look for two years of good business,” 
and one of the large heavy chemical dealers reports: 
“We see no reason to suspect any let-up in demand 
till the natural lull of next summer.” On all sides, in 
all branches of the chemical trade, October sales figures 
are said to be greater than any month since 1923. 

Leather is an important product in this market and 
tannery conditions are better than good. Next week a 
National Leather Week is to be staged at leading retail 
stores in conjunction with the meeting of the Tanners’ 

Council. “Selling at a loss in the leather industry,” 
T. R. Elcock, president of American Leathers, Inc., and 
one of those active in the preliminary arrangements for 
the convention, said, “and the entire trade is operating 
conservatively with nothing of a whirlwind nature ex- 
pected or desired. It is estimated that the leather stocks 
on hand would last for three or four months at the 
present rate of consumption, which is considered an 
ideal economic ratio. We see no danger to the industry 
in artificial substitutes, for we have learned where leather 
cannot be successfully replaced and this market con- 
tinually broadens.” 

The soap industry is also doing a growing business, 
and despite the uncertainties arising out of the new 
competition from lacquers the varnish plants are busy. 
The various metallurgical industries all along the Great 
Lakes from Buffalo to Duluth are working full or extra 
time, and the Wisconsin and Ohio paper mills, judging 
from their chemical orders, are more than busy. This 
varied industrial activity at the opening of the fall con- 
tract season is helping the chemical salesman who finds 
much less resistance to “signing up” than a year ago. 
Consumers are generally convinced there will be no 
price declines in- chemicals and are anxious to protect 
themselves as to costs and stpplies. 


SODIUM FLUORIDE HIGHER IN HAMBURG 


(Special Cable to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Hamburg, Germany, Oct. 28—Heavy chemical prices 
have changed very little during the week, and trading is 
quiet. Speculation is apparent in some products, There 
is fair demand for naphthalene, oxalic acid, barium 
chloride, Glauber’s salt (crystals), salt cake, potassium 
chlorate and permanganate and sal ammoniac.

Industrial demand for all light oil distillates continues 
of very heavy proportions and prices on the entire list 
are firm. Benzene production is being well maintained 
and some increase is anticipated, due to the anthracite 
coal strike bringing about an increase in demand for 
domestic coke. Lacquer manufacturers are unable to 
obtain full requirements of xylene, and the situation on 
xylene and solvent naphtha remains very tight. Toluene 
is now in a very tight situation,and distributors have 
only a few drum lots to offer. An advance in toluene 
to 28c is announced. Cresylic acid remains very weak 
as foreign producers offer material for shipment at very 
low prices. Phenol is barely steady and resellers are 
offering some material below makers’ quotations. Naph- 
thalene manufacturers are offering contracts for 1926. 

Intermediate prices are being maintained at unchanged 
figures on the entire list, and makers report only a 
routine demand. Ortho-toluidine prices are firm in all 
directions, and makers report that considerable busi- 
ness is still being done with the smaller mining com- 
panies that have not yet changed over to xanthate. The 
patent covering the use of diortho-tolyl-guanidine as 
an accelerator has been awarded, but an appeal will 
be entered by the other claimant. 

Crudes 

Benzene—Heavy industrial demand reported by dis- 
tributors who quote firm unchanged prices. Production 
is holding up well and an increase is anticipated due to 
the increased demand for domestic coke resulting from 
the anthracite coal strike. Quotations are given at 23c 
gal. for 90% material in tank cars at ovens; and 24c 
gal. for pure in tanks. Drum lots are quoted at 5c 
gal. above tank car prices. 

Cresylic Acid—Weak condition reported due to very 
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low prices quoted from abroad and the entry into the 
importing of this material of many new factors. Pale 
acid is openly quoted at 52c gal. in drums, but this 
price has been shaded. (Dark acid is weak at slightly 
lower quotations than are given for pale. 

Naphthalene—Makers are feeling out the situation on 
contracts for next year. Contracts are offered at 534c 
fb for flake, and 634c tb for balls, with protection 
against price decline. Spot market remains in an 
easy condition, and small lots from resellers continue to 
depress prices. 

Phenol—Market barely steady and although all manu- 
facturers are firm in their quotations at 21c@22c tb 
for large drums, some material was offered during the 
week in resale quarters at 20c fb. 

Pyridine—Market firm in all quarters although the 
continued lack of demand makes the situation rather 
doubtful. Spot stocks are not large and a fair demand 
would srengthen the market very materially. Importers 
quote $4.25@$4.35 gal. drums included. 

Solvent Naphtha—Situation remains unchanged and 
distributors have nothing to offer in the open market. 
Quotations are nominal at last week’s advance to 28c 
gal. in tank cars at ovens, and 33c gal. in drums. 

Toluene—Quotations advanced 2c gal. Monday by 
leading distributors and tank cars are being shipped on 
a basis of 28c gal. f. 0. b. ovens. Drum lots are quoted 
at 33c gal. Situation is much tighter due to lacquer 
makers turning to toluene as a substitute for xylene. 

Xylene—Makers have nothing to offer in the open 
market for any position, and prices are firm at recent 
advance. Tank car quotations are: commercial 29c gal.;

Examiner of Interferences Awards 13 of 16 Claims on 
Diortho-Tolyl-Guanidine—Dovan to Appeal 

A decision by Examiner of Interferences of the U. S. 
Patent Office awards priority of invention in patent in- 
terference No. 49,357 to Winfield Scott, assignor to E. 
I. duPont deNemours & Co. of 13 of 16 counts claimed, 
which in effect cover the use of diortho-tolyl-guanidine 
as a rubber vulcanization accelerator. 

Officials of Dovan Chemical Co., New York, claim 
that they believe that the examiner was in error in 
awarding the decision to DuPont company and say that 
it is the intention of Dovan company to appeal the de- 


cision. 
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DI-SUBSTITUTED GUANIDINE CASE CLOSED 


Decision in Case of Dovan Chemical Co. vs. Corona 
Cord Tire Co. Not to be Awarded for a Month 

The suit of Dovan Chemical Co., New York, against 
Corona Cord Tire Co., which has been tried before the 
U. S. Circuit Court in Pittsburgh, Pa., during the past 
weeks, has closed but decision will not be given for 
at least a month, and probably not before the end of 
the year. This suit is a claim of infringement on the 
basic patent held by Dovan Chemical Co. covering the 
use of all di-substituted guanidines as rubber accelera- 
tors. If decision is rendered to either contestant it is 
thought that an attempt will be made to bring the case 
before the U. S. Supreme Court so that a final decision 
can be obtained. Should final decision be in favor of 
*Dovan Chemical Co. it will probably mean that the 
litigation over the patent for diortho-tolyl-guanidine 
will cease, since that product is a di-substituted guan- 
idine and will be covered by the basic patent. 





Japanese manufacture of artificial dyestuffs during the 
first six months of the year amounted to 4,678 kilos and 
intermediates amounted to 2,548 kilos compared with 
4,494 kilos and 1,509 kilos respectively for the cor- 
responding period of 1924.

Animal oils and fats, with the exception of tallow, 
registered still further declines during the week. Tallow 
recovered somewhat and factors anticipated a_ slight 
further advance with no real weakness until December.

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Must Not Agree to Fix Prices, Says Board 





Harriet Hubbard Ayer, Inc., Ordered By Federal Trade 
Board to Discontinue Methods Used to Fix Prices 
at Which Retail Dealers Must Sell Ayer Goods Or 
Be Cut Off From Supplies—Prohibits Agreements 
With Dealers, Reports by Dealers Regarding Com- 
petitors Who Cut Prices, Requiring Dealers to 
Promise to Maintain Prices, or Utilizing Any Other 
Co-operative Means to Obtain Uniform Sales Prices 
Fixed by the Ayer Co. 

(SZecial to Druc & CHEemIcaL MarKETS) 
Washington, 'D. C., Oct. 28—Harriet Hubbard Ayer, 

Inc., of New York City, a manufacturer of perfumes and 

face creams, is ordered by the Federal Trade Commis- 


‘sion to discontinue practices found to be unfair methods 


of competition. The respondent company, the findings 
state, is the third largest manufacturer of cosmetics in 
the United States, and it has about eight thousand 
customers principally composed of retail merchants. 

The Commission found that in marketing its products 
the respondent established and fixed uniform prices at 
which retail dealers should resell such products to the 
consuming public. These prices were designated on 
price lists, invoices and upon circulars placed in the con- 
tainers in which its products are sold. A discount of 
33% per cent upon such fixed resale prices was allowed 
to the retailer with an additional discount of one per cent 
for payment of the invoice within ten days after date. 
These same discounts were also allowed jobbers, except 
in case of large orders where an additional jobber’s dis- 
count was allowed. 

It was found that the respondent solicited and received 
the support and co-operation of jobbers and dealers in 
maintaining its list prices, and in instances where price 
cutting was brought to its attention by a dealer or one 
of its agents the respondents refused further shipments 
of its products to such offending dealer unless assured 
that its prices would be maintained by that dealer in 
the future. 

In some instances, the findings continue, price cutters 
on respondent’s goods were informed that they were 
undesirable customers and that no more orders from 
them would be filled. In other instances orders from 
price cutters were filed unfilled and no comment made 
in connection therewith by the respondent. 

The general effect, the findings conclude, of re- 
spondent’s co-operative system is that dealers handling 
respondent’s products have sold at uniform prices fixed 
by respondent and that such dealers are prevented from 
selling the products at prices which might be deemed 
by them warranted by their respective selling costs 
and selling conditions generally, thus, the findings state, 
suppressing competition in respondent’s products. 

The Commission’s order follows: 

It is ordered that the respondent, its officers, directors, 
agents, servants, employees and successors do cease and 
desist from maintaining or carrying into effect its policy 
of securing observance of resale prices for its products 


by co-operative methods in which the respondent and 
its distributors, customers and agents undertake to and 
do prevent others from obtaining the company’s pro- 
ducts at less than the prices designated by it, or from 
selling to others who fail to observe such prices, by any 
of the following methods: 

(1) Procuring or entering into agreements or under- 
standing, oral or written, with dealers or any of them, 
whereby the dealer promises to resell products purchased 
from respondent at prices specified by respondent. 

(2) Requesting dealers to report competitors who do 
not observe the resale prices suggested by respondent 
or acting on reports so obtained by refusing or threaten- 
ing to refuse sales to dealers so reported. 

(3) Requiring from dealers previously cut off 
promises or assurances of the maintenance of re- 
spondent’s resale prices as a condition of reinstatement. 

(4) Utilizing any other equivalent co-operative means 
of accomplishing the maintenance of uniform resale 
prices fixed by the respondent. 





WHY TRIESTE DRUG PRICES ARE UNSTABLE 

Trieste is the crude drug market for central Europe and 
the producing areas in the Near East, according to Vice 
Consul Howard A. Bowman. With the exception of 
pyrethrum flowers practically the entire supply of crude 
drugs results from the efforts of the peasant population 
who gather the plants. This operates to render the sup- 
ply very unstable, as prices will frequently fall below a 
point which will entice the peasant to leave his farm to 
gather the wild herbs. The fact that most of these drugs 
are dried in the open air adds another element of uncertain- 
ty to the supply as unfavorable weather conditions during 
the ripening and drying seasons often materially affect the 
quantity and quality of the product. Most of the crops be- 
gin to enter the local market in July and continue until the 
latter part of November. Flowers enter first to be fol- 
lowed by leaves, roots, berries, and seeds.

Interest in the market centers around quicksilver with 
various prices quoted as to holder. Spot supplies are 
limited and shipment prices are much higher. A large 
portion of shipments received are sold for arrival.

London, Oct. 28—Business is quiet in both crude 
drugs and fine chemicals. Higher prices are announced 
on American peppermint oil, Japan mint oil, ergot, car- 
nauba wax, Japan vegetable wax and shellac. 

Firmness is reported in lemon oil, prussiate of potash 
and hexamine, 

Prices are easier for bromides, codliver oil, carbolic 
acid, French lavender oil, clove oil, menthol, phenacetin 
and linseed oil. 

Lower prices are announced on arsenic, palm oil, 
turpentine and pyridine. 


London, Oct. 17 (By Mail)—-The improvement in the 
drug and chemical markets reported last week has not 
been maintained. 

Ipecacuanha as expected, has further advanced owing 
to the unusual scarcity of spot stocks now amounting 
to only 75 bales of Matto Grosso compared with over 
500 bales last year.

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DRUGGISTS TIRE OF LIQUOR TRADE 


Profession of Pharmacy Suffers and They Will Petition 
Congress For Relief 

Delegates from New York pharmaceutical associations 
met at the Hotel Pennsylvania on Monday under the 
auspices of the Pharmaceutical Council to discuss pro- 
hibition and devise a way to abolish the sale of liquor 
by drug stores. Dr. Jacob Diner, president of the 
Pharmaceutical Conference, which is a delegate body re- 
presenting the twenty-two New York and Westchester 
pharmaceutical associations, presided. The following 
resolution was adopted: . 

“That we, the retail druggists of Greater New York 
and Westchester County, do hereby request the New 
York Pharmaceutical Conference (the delegate body) to 
petition Congress to amend the Volstead act so as to 
relieve us of the responsibility of distributing intoxicat- 
ing liquors; that Congress be petitioned to restore to 
pharmacists the rights and privileges that there were 
theirs prior to the enactment of the Prohibition law; 
that the Prohibition Department be informed that the 
retail druggists of New York and Westchester County 
are ready and willing to surrender their liquor permits 
at once, or as soon as provision is made for the supply 
of alcohol necessary to pharmacists in the conduct of 
their business.” 

The meeting was addressed by Mayor Hylan, Senator 
Royal S. Copeland, and Representative Sol Bloom. 

Lincoln C. Andrews, assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, criticized Congress for allowing the sale of 
sacramental wine for profit. He discussed eight pro- 
positions submitted by the Conference relating to the 
revocation of licenses and transfer of liquor stocks when 
a druggist moves.

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In spite of attention diverted here and there in the 
essential oil market, it invariably returns to peppermint. 
The continued strength of the peppermint position com- 
pletely overshadows other movements in the market. 
The strength of the support from the Mid-West as evi- 
denced by reported offers to buy back spot oil slightly 
under the market, appears greater than ever. Naturally, 
nobody is buying peppermint unless compelled to do 
so, but the price continues to move up just the same. 
Another dollar added to the price for spot oil, this week, 
was taken more or less as a matter of course by the 
trade. Bergamot is soft and the price trend is down- 
ward. Orange continues easy and quiet. Domestic oils, 
outside of peppermint, coming from the Mid-West, are 
higher this week, tansy, wormwood, and erigeron show- 
ing advances. Ceylon citronella is poorly supported 
and weak. 

Essential Oils 

Oil Apricot Kernels—Firm and unchanged at 60c fb 
spot for apricot kernel oil. Stocks here still small. 

Oil Anise—A very firm undertone is noted in the 
position of anise oil on spot. U. S. P. is quoted at 75c 
tb cans in most instances, although for a quantity, 73c 
might be done. Technical oil at 70c tb spot. 

Oil Bergamot—Lack of demand and competition for 
the small business available, coupled with easier primary 
markets, has kept the position of bergamot weak. On 
spot, generally quoted prices are $5.25 fb ranging to 
$5.75 as to seller and brand. On firm business, however, 
$5.00 would very likely not be turned down on stand- 
ard brands. 

Oil Bois de Rose—More plentiful stocks continue to 
be offered here with consequent pressure on the market. 
For decent quality, $3.00 fb ranging up to $3.50 is 
named by dealers. 
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Oil Cassia—The strength of cassia is still noted on 
spot. Shipment position remains higher and the market 
here displays an upward tendency as a consequence. 
Dealers quote $3.00 tb for U. S. P. ranging to $3.25 as 
to seller and quantity. Technical oil is named nominally 
at $2.50 fb. 

Oil Citronella—No change in the underlying position 
of Ceylon citronella is noted this week. Demand is 
slack and stocks are reported quite ample for any de- 
mands. The lower prices noted last week are still in 
evidence with drums held at 46c fb upward to 50c 
as to seller, quantity, and quality. The 46c sellers state 
this is for Schimmel test oil. Cans are 2c higher, Java 
oil is still quiet and shows no change from 85c fb up to 
$1.00 tb drums spot as to seller. 

Oil Cloves—Clove oil from distillers is still named at 
$1.85@$1.90 tb for cans as to seller and quantity. De- 
mand continues quite limited. Market position of the 
oil is soft, owing chiefly to the limited demand, in spite 
of the firmness of the raw material position. 

Oil Erigeron—The tendency to move higher is again 
apparent this week as $6.00 fb is named inside with some 
holders asking to $6.50 spot. This oil with tansy, 
wormwood, and spearmint is apparently at the stage 
where holders can ask almost anything they wish and 
get it. 

Oil Eucalyptus—Still offered spot in cases at 55c tb 
for U. S. P. Australian oil. Drums quoted at the same 
price. Stocks on spot are large but reported well held. 


Oil Geranium—No revision in spot price this week, 
although market appears to be gaining more strength. 
Bourbon oil from dealers on spot at $4.00 up to $4.50 
fb. 


Oil Lavender—That a short crop this year will send 
the price higher before many months appears to be the 
opinion of a number in the local trade. U. S. P. oil 
now at $5.25 up unchanged. 


Oil Lemon—Spot oil firmly held at $2.00 tb for 
standard brands without change. Demand has _ been 
fairly active in some quarters. New crop oil is reported 
named at $1.85 for shipment. Italian market is strong 
and prices are holding up well in contrast to the lethargy 
shown by orange and bergamot. 


Oil Orange—Spot Italian orange still named at $2.70 
tb up to $3.00 as to brand, seller, and quantity. Demand 
is inactive and the undertone reflects weakness. How- 
ever, the price appears to resist downward pressure quite 
effectively. 

Oil Peppermint—A dollar rise in peppermint did not 
ripple the surface of the spot market this week as ap- 
parently the trade took it for granted. Spot is held at 
$17.50@$18.00 for natural oil and a dollar higher for 
redistilled. The country price is said to be $17.50 fb. 
Only those consumers who are being forced into the 
market are buying, but even this with the strong posi- 
tion of the Mid-West holders, is sufficient to support 
the market and drive prices higher. The country is 
reported to have offered to buy back spot stocks of oil 
at $16.50 this week. Imports of Japanese mint oil as 
cornmint oil have been noted lately, and unless the 
Department of Agriculture arbitrarily shuts off this

supply during the present “shortage,” the quantity of 
this material which should come into the American mar- 
ket for fractionation ought to be large. According to 
the Department of Agriculture, this product is not ex- 
cluded if products made from it are properly branded.

Oil Spearmint—Practically everybody quoted $13.00 tb 
spot this week, although one house still named $12.50 
fb. Very scarce and still bound skyward, 

Oil Tansy—Up to $6.00 tb inside with some houses 
quoting $6.50 and $7.00. Any real demand will force 
prices up sharply, it is believed. 

Oil Wormwood—Another of the scarce Mid-Western 
oils. Now best at $6.00 tb and ranging to $7.00 as to 
seller. 

Aromatic Chemicals 

Benzaldehyde — Demand remains steady without 
change in prices noted in last report. Makers quote 
$1.15@$1.25 tb for U. S. P. and $1.30@$1.40 for f. f, c. 
Importers at $1.10 to $1.25 fb for U. S. P. 

Menthol—Spot cases at $9.75 tb without change. Less 
cases at $10.00 up.

This volume also has a new departure 
in that it includes methods of isolating two amino acids 
from natural products. 

BUSINESS POWER THROUGH PSYCHOLOGY. Edgar James 


Swift, Washington University, St. Louis, Mpo., 398 pages. Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, New York, 1925. 


This book attacks the problem from both a destruc- 
tive and constructive point of view. It attacks a num- 
ber of ridiculous extremes to which fanatics have 
pushed the theories of business psychology and gives 
us a clear, concise and entertaining exposition of the 
principles of psychology as they can be applied to busi- 
ness problems. The first few chapters deal with the 
various phases of salesmanship, developing both the 
seller’s and buyer’s points of view. The remainder of 
fhe book takes up the problems of business manage- 
ment, personnel relationships and the application of ef- 
ficient thinking to business problems. 





Investigations have been undertaken to determine the 
practicability of establishing a lime products industry 
in Gambia. Tests have been made which show that 
limes grown there yield 15.1 oz. of citric acid per gallon 
of juice as compared with 12 to 14 oz. per gallon from 
limes grown in the West Indies. The soil is considered 
as favorable, and while the essential oils have not yet 
been measured, it is believed that the yield will compare 
favorably. Investigators believe that Gambia will be- 
come an important source of supply. 


The value of Italian imports of essential oils, per- 
fumes, soaps and candles during the first half of 1925 
amounted to 24,790,280 lire, against 19,496,963 lire in 
the same period of 1924.
